As for the S. S’s, let’s put forth 
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The Message and the Messenger

Judges 3:20, “I have a message from 
God unto thee.” 


I. THE MESSAGE is from God and 
is a life or death message. Deut. 30:15, 
“J have set before you life and death.” 
It is a life message to those who gladly 
receive it, and a death message to those 
who reject it. It is a message from a king 
to all the world, to all nations, to every 
person for a witness. The great event to 
follow the delivery of this message is the 
end of the age. Matt. 24:14. 

If a messenger boy should bring a 
message prepaid to your door and you 
should refuse the message, what would 
your neighbors think of you? I guess 
they would say, “You act foolish,” and it 
would be true. Or what would you think 
of one who offered an excuse like this, 
“I would receive the message, but I don’t 
like the messenger boy,” or “If he had 
come in a new car instead of on a bicycle 
I would consider the message”? That, 
too, would sound foolish, yet I fear there 
are those who fail to accept God’s mes- 
sage because the messenger doesn’t suit 
them. 

I remember when the first Holy Ghost 
message Came to me, it was so wonder- 
ful to me, especially when the messenger 
explained that the blessing was for me. 
I had never seen the messenger before nor 
have I seen him many times since. I 
think he is no longer with this movement, 
but the message he brought to me twen- 
ty-three years ago holds good, and I es- 
teemed him for his work’s sake. Up to 
this time I had been told by word or act 
that the Holy Ghost evidenced by speak- 
ing in tongues as the Spirit gave the ut- 
terance was not for us in these days, but 
this message which was part of Peter’s 
sermon on the day of Pentecost, found at 
Acts 2:39, I consider the greatest imes- 
sage that ever came to me, though I had 
experienced that part of the message 
found in Psa. 34:8, “O taste and see that 
the Lord is good.” It was so good to me 
that when I heard that I could be filled, I 
naturally wanted some more. If everyone 
would desire the things of God as they 
do natural food, we would see more peo- 
ple filled with the Holy Ghost. Matt. 5: 
6, “Blessed are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness, for they shall 
be FILLED.” 

I cannot understand why those who 
have had a taste of the things of God do 
not want more. Many people have indi- 
gestion and have to be careful about their 
eating. The way many folks act they 
must have spiritual indigestion. They 
pass by so much of the good food found 
in the Word of God. They are afraid it 
will hurt them. I was told that it would 
hurt me. Some of my dear friends 
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told me it would hurt my _busi- 
ness and my reputation if I should go the 
holiness way. These friends were igno- 
rant concerning the things of God. If 
one desires to be strong let him be filled 
and keep putting on the things of God. 
There was not much spiritual life about 
me at the time this message reached me, 
but I was hungry and that was a blessed 
condition, for they didn’t have to beg me 
to eat. I fear that there are many who 
were once good, healthy Christians who 
have died spiritually during the last 
twenty-five or thirty years, for the rea- 
son they have refused this last-day mes- 
sage of the Holy Ghost, speaking in 
tongues, divine healing, etc. All who do 
not walk in the light go back in dark- 
ness, and that means death, spiritually. 


Millions were hungry for this message 
and have received the experience, while 
there are other millions who were not 
and are not now in a_ good, healthy, 
spiritual condition. They have turned 
down the message and are now wander- 
ing around as did the children of Israel 
in the wilderness. They are trying to 
carry on, but at the same time are in a 
dying condition. Israel turned down 
God’s message to go over into the prom- 
ised land, but they were afraid of the 
giants over there and turned back into 
the wilderness where God let them wan- 
der until they died. After all these old 
cowards were out of the way, Caleb and 
Joshua were able to lead thousands of the 
younger generation over into the good 
land. I believe God will do the same 
thing again. When all or at least thou- 
sands of holiness fighters and rejecters die 
out and get out of the way, it will be 
a better day for Holy Ghost revivals. Je- 
sus found this same class of people who 
hindered His work. Matt. 23:13, “Ye 
neither go in yourselves, neither suffer 
ye them that are entering (or those who 
would) to go in.” 


Il. THE MESSENGER. His position 
is a very responsible one because he is to 
carry life and death messages. When the 
telegraph company wants a messenger 
boy, I am sure there are some qualifica- 
tions required. Some of them would be, 
he would have to be vigilant, sober, of 
good behavior, hospitable, no striker, pa- 
tient, no brawler and have a good report. 
These requirements are expected of em- 
ployees by any good business man. God 
also requires these and other qualifica- 
tions of His messenger. Some of which 
are, he must be blameless, apt to teach, 
not greedy of filthy lucre, not covetous; 
he must give attendance to reading and 
to study. The true messenger of God, like 
a good soldier of his country, should not 
entangle himself with the affairs of this 
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life, but it is his task to please Him who 
hath chosen him, 1 Tim. 2:4. The mes- 
senger of God should be an example of 
the believers, in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity, 1 
Tim. 4:12. He should be able to handle 
the messages or the Word of God as a 
good carpenter does his tools, so as not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth. 2 Tim. 2:15. 


Where does the messenger boy get 
messages? He must wait for them at the 
station where they come in. He must be 
ready to deliver any message that is given 
to him. He would not dare to question 
the propriety of the message or even hesi- 
tate to deliver any message, though it 
should be a death message which would 
bring sadness to some one. I fear there 
are some so-called messengers of God who 
draw back and refuse to deliver certain 
messages. Jonah was one who drew back 
and refused to deliver God’s message to 
Nineveh, but when God got through 
with him he was glad to carry the mes- 
sage. Many messengers are like Jonah who 
was concerned about his own reputation. 
After he delivered the message and the 
people repented and God saved them, it 
made Jonah angry. He felt like he had 
been let down and was humiliated, be- 
cause he didn’t want to be called a false 
prophet. He said, “Lord, take my life for 
it is better for me to die than to live.” 
We find a class of people at the time of 
Christ’s ministry who “loved the praise 
of men more than the praise of God.” 
They “believed on him” but would not 
confess Him “‘lest they should be put out 
of the synagogue,” John 12:42, 43. 

Any messenger who refuses to deliver 
any message found in God’s Word is not 
a true messenger. He is not true to his 
flock nor to his God. Any minister who 
refuses to deliver a message because it is 
not popular, and is afraid his folks will 
not receive it gladly, is not worthy to be 
called a messenger of God. It seems to 
me that such messengers would fit in the 
class mentioned at Rev. 22:18, 19. If any 
man shall take away from the words of 
the Book—God shall take away his part 
out of the book of life and out of the 
holy city. Many ministers are wilfully 
withholding some of the messages of the 
Bible from their folks because of one or 
more of the following reasons: For the 
sake of filthy lucre, or because they love 
the praise of men more than the praise 
of God, or to save themselves from per- 
secutions. 

Just a few words about where the mes- 
senger is to get his messages. Messengers 
of God may get the message in the secret 
chamber on their knees, or in the study 
of God’s Word, from their meditation 
on the things of God at night upon their 
bed. God has a storehouse of messages. 
If we don’t get the message, it will not 
be God’s fault. God will back up any

The First Resurrection 


Text, “But now ts Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the firstfruits of 
them that slept,’ 1 Cor. 15:20. 


In order for us to more thoroughly 
understand the resurrection we will 
have to take the law of harvests given 
by the Lord to the children of Israel. 
There are two resurrections spoken of 
in the Bible, and three judgments. 
Christ will take a part in the resurrec- 
tions and two of the judgments. 


THE FiRSTFRUITS OF THE HARVEST 


“Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
into the land which I give unto you, 
and shall reap the harvest thereof, then 
ye shall bring a sheaf of the firstfruits 
of your harvest unto the priest: And he 
shall wave the sheaf before the Lord, to 
be accepted, for you: on the morrow 
after the sabbath the priest shall wave 
it,” Lev. 23:10, 11. 


The Jewish harvest was a type of 
the different phases of the first resur- 
rection. The Lord told the children of 
Israel when they came into the land 
they should offer to the Lord a wave 
offering of the firstfruits of their har- 
vest. They selected the best spots of 
their harvest, cut down some handfuls 
and took them up to the priest and he 
waved these before the Lord. Then they 
beat out the grain, kneaded it, baked it 
in loaves, and took it to the house of 
the Lord. This was for the priests or 
ministers. There was leaven put into 
the firstfruits of the harvest. This rep- 
resents Christ and those who were 
resurrected after He arose from the 


dead. 
‘And, behold the veil of the temple 


was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom; and the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent, and the graves were opened; 


and many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose, and came out of the graves 
after his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many,” 
Matt. 27:51-53. 

Those who arose after Christ rose 
from the dead, represent all the prophets 
and teachers who had kept the laws and 
commandments of God and died trium- 
phant in the faith before Christ arose. 
These verses prove that they had some 
resemblance of their bodies before death 
because they appeared unto many. This 
of course infers that they knew them. 
Christ and those who arose with Him 
were the firstfruits of the resurrection. 


THe Main Harvest 

In speaking of the resurrections, we 
learn from studying Paul’s letters to the 
churches that some taught that the first 
resurrection had already passed, and had 
overthrown the faith of some. But from 
the reading of the verses just given, the 
first resurrection began when Christ 
arose. We learn from reading Lev. 23: 
15-17 that fifty days after the offering 
of the firstfruits of the harvest they 
were to reap down their fields, and were 
to offer the main offering. The loaves 
for this offering were to be baked with 
leaven. This is also called the firstfruits 
unto the Lord. This corresponds to 1 
Thess. 4:14-17, “For if we believe that 
Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. For this we say unto you by 
the word of the Lord, that we which 
are alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent them which 
are asleep. For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord.” This is the main resur- 
rection and corresponds to the main har- 
vest in Lev. 23:15-17. 

Jesus led the disciples out as far as 
Bethany, lifted up His hands and blessed 
them, and while they looked stedfastly 
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toward heaven as He went up, behold, 
two men stood by them in white apparel; 
which also said, “Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? this 
same Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen him go into heaven.” 
Luke 24:50; Acts 1:10, 11. 

“But every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at his coming,” 1 Cor. 
15:23. i 

This verse explains more thoroughly 
the order of the first resurrection. There 
has been almost two thousand years since 
Christ and those with Him came forth as 
the firstfruits, and the next great event 
will be the main harvest or resurrection 
when Christ shall descend on the clouds 
of heaven and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first. That means that all who will 
have died in the faith and received the 
blessings that will give them the right 
to come forth in the first resurrection 
will arise. Those that are alive and re- 
main will be changed in a moment in the 
twinkling of an eye and be caught up to- 
gether with those who come forth and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord. 

We feel sure that this great event is 
just ahead of us and might take place 
any day. 


“Blessed and holy is he that hath part . 


in the first resurrection: on such the sec- 
ond death hath no power, but they shall 
be priests of God and of Christ, and shall 
reign with him a thousand years,” Rev. 
20:6. 

THE GLEANINGS OF THE Harvest 

“And when ye reap the harvest of 
your land, thou shalt not make clean rid- 
dance of the corners of thy field when 
thou reapest, neither shalt thou gather 
any of thy harvest: thou shalt leave them 
unto the poor, and to the stranger: I am 
the Lord your God,” Lev. 23:22. 

The Lord also made provision for the 
poor by telling the lords of the harvest 
that they should not make clean riddance 
of the corners of the fields, but this was 
to be for the poor. When Ruth gleaned 
in the field of Boaz, he told the young 
men to drop handfuls for her. 

Now we are sure that the gleanings of 
the harvest represent the tribulation 
saints. The main resurrection will take 
place just before the seven years’ trib- 
ulation and the gleanings of the harvest 
represent the saints who will die or give 
their lives for Christ during the tribula- 
tion week. “And when he had opened the 
fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls 
of them that were slain for the Word of 
God, and for the testimony which they 
held: And they cried with a loud voice, 
saying, How long, O Lord, holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge our 
blood on them that dwell on the earth? 
And white robes were given unto every 
one of them, and it was said unto them,

‘a Enjoys Spiritual Awakening

It is now 12:30 a. m., and as I sit in 
the home of Brother and Sister Kluzit I 
can hear the shouting, screaming, the 
beating of drums (crude ones) and the 
shaking of gourds by the Mardi Gras 
voodoos as they celebrate the closing 
days of the year just before Lent. They 
are dressed in all manner of hideous 
garbs and masks. They are grouped all 
over the city of Port-au-Prince in small 
groups, slowly walking from one street 
to the other and dancing a disrespect- 
ful, vulgar, obscene dance as they go. 
Yes, little children of -six and seven are 
among them, learning the vileness of the 
awful actions and manner which they 
twist and turn their bodies,— little chil- 
dren and mothers and fathers who never 
heard the gospel story and many who 
never heard the name of Jesus in their 
lives. This is Haiti, the island of moun- 
tains. In their Mardi Gras they imitate 
the Christian church, but instead of 
praying to God and using the name of 
Jesus, they use the name of the devil. 
They take our songs and sing them and 
put devil in where Jesus is and imitate 
our ministers, and apparently have no 
limit to themselves. The dance here 
started Saturday, it continued all day 
Sunday and now it is Monday night, after 
midnight, and still it is going strong and 
will last all day tomorrow. All stores 
will be closed in Haiti and a legal holi- 
day proclaimed. It has been in times past 
that the masked crowd would rush their 
enemy, surround him, and some one 
would stab him.to death, then the crowd 
dispurse and the guilty party would nev- 
er be found. But the most is done in in- 
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nocence as they do not know about the 
Lord or the judgment. They know noth- 
ing about heaven or hell to speak of. So 
by this you can judge the great need of 
the gospel in Haiti, just about five hun- 
dred and fifty miles from Florida. Many 
more things I could state about the con- 
ditions here but you will be interested to 
know what the Church of God is doing. 


MY RECEPTION 

Brother and Sister Kluzit met me at 
the plane in Port-au-Prince and I was 
taken to their home, then to the church, 
Bible school and orphanage where I was 
met with a great big welcome by young 
and old. We had a short service. The or- 
phans gave recitations of welcome, etc., 
and sang in French and English. My, 
how they did sing and how bright their 
faces shone! The Bible school rendered 
special singing and made good talks and 
recitations. This was followed by refresh- 
ments. We surely had an enjoyable after- 
noon and I was made to realize that the 
Church of God is in Haiti for sure. 


ORPHANAGE 
A lady by the name of Miss Doris 
Burke maintained an orphanage of about 
twenty-five little boys and girls. Finan- 
cial reverses came and she had to let some 


of the orphans go. She went to the au-. 


thorities for assistance and was told to let 
them go back in the streets where they 
came from. (Yes, to starve, become dis- 
eased, and finally die and go to a Christ- 
less grave.) She then found the Church 
of God. Brother and Sister Kluzit took 
them in and, dear ones, I wish you could 
see them. Sister Burke is now in the 
Church and so are the orphans and they 
will some day, if Jesus tarries, help to 
spread the gospel in Haiti. 


HAITI’S BIBLE TRAINING SCHOOL 

The second three months’ term of 
Bible school opens Tuesday. We are go- 
ing to have about twenty-five students 
and if money was available we could 
have five hundred!! The students, many 
of them, of the first term, have gone to 
their homes to preach in their home 
church, and others are traveling among 
the churches as evangelists, and the fruit 
of their labor is certainly showing. When 
I visited the missions I could easily tell 
where the Bible students had been and 
where they had not been for where they 
had been the church had about twice 
the spiritual life. Young men and women 
are being trained in Haiti to tell to that 
dark island the wonderful story of Jesus 
and His love. Aren’t you glad you have 
a part in this by helping in your mis- 
sion offering? I tell you, this Bible 
school work here is laying a foundation 
for the future that will mean hundreds 
of souls for the Lord. We may not reap 
much financial returns but our motto 


should be, “The world for Christ and- 


Christ for the world,” and we are ex-

message you get from Him. You can de- 
pend upon any part of the Scriptures, for 
at 2 Tim. 3:16 we find these words, “All 
scripture is given by inspiration of God.” 
We need not be afraid of any of the 
Bible.

Tim. 4:2. At Ezek. 3:17 we find these 
words, “I have made thee a watchman 

. therefore hear the word at my 
mouth, and give them warning from 
me.”

We left Port-au-Prince by car and 
rode until we came to steep rock moun- 
tains marked by narrow footpaths. The 
natives had donkeys or horses for us to 
ride so our party mounted and up the 
rocky steeps and down in the deep val- 
leys we went mile after mile to first one 
mission then to another until we visited 
many. Sometimes we were forced to be 
late on account of the bad roads and the 
people would wait for HOURS for us to 
come. Before we could see the church 
oftentimes we could hear the singing of 
the saints. It mattered not what time of 
day we came they were always there. We 
had meetings in the morning at seven 
o’clock with a packed house. They would 
follow us for five or six miles on foot 
(BAREFOOT TOO) to the next place 
of service right after noon and then to 
another for night. HAITI WANTS THE 
GOSPEL AND WHO WILL GO FOR 
US?? HERE IS MY HELP, LORD! I 
can not go but I will help. Yes, that is 
the cry of the true child of God.

In one convention I was privileged to 
baptize forty, and in another place 
twenty-eight. Great crowds came to 
two conventions, one near Port-au-Prince 
and the other in Cayes. God’s great pres- 
ence was with us and all were edified 
and the work is getting on a more sound 
footing all the time.

I have seen about twenty couples 
married in the two weeks I have been in 
Haiti. This is on account of the 
Church of God in America helping. Yes, 
helping! You remember last Assembly, 
money was being raised to help the peo- 
ple of Haiti marry. Well, many couples 
have lived together for years, raised 
large families and were never married. 
Why? Couldn’t get cash enough on hand 
to buy a two dollar marriage license, and 
a dollar and a half birth certificate. They 
would come to meeting and get saved 
and cry at our doggs to be taken into 
the Church and be baptized in water, but 
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could not because they were not mar- 
ried. Well, you have helped many, many 
of these precious people and they are 
grateful to you. If you wish to help by 
sending two dollars for the marriage 
fund, send same to Mission Board and 
they will forward it here. 


FINANCE 
There is hardly any money in Haiti. 
I read a financial report which stated 
that the circulation of money in the en- 
tire Island of Haiti amounted to ninety 
cents per person per year. How would 
you like to live on ninety cents per 
year? Some do not get a penny a year. 
They eat what they grow, take what 
they grow to market and exchange it 
for what the other gardener grows, etc. 
Many. dress in rags and I have seen some 
who did not even do that much hard- 
ly. They couldn’t. Much more I could 
say but time and space will not permit, 
but remember the mission fields when 
you pray that God will undertake in 
these last days. It seems people are so 
hard in America to reach but we who 
do know the Gospel must press the 
battle hard until the Church of God 
is preached in the world beyond our 
shores.
